The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

44.03 (3) of the statutes is amended to read:

in the publications of seid the state society, and upon apphcatlon of any

or affiliated society the state society may accept, in behalf of the
state custody of or title to the property, records and collections of gueh

or the affiliated somety or may asswt in the disposal thereof. If
any affiliated society becomes, in the opinion of the board of curators of
the state sociely, inactive or defunct, title to such property, records and
collections not otherwise provided for in the grants of donors or in the
articles of incorporalion of the inactive and defunct society, shall vest in
the state soclety which shall take appropriate action in the public interest
for the prolection or disposal of such property, records and collections.
Preference in disposition shall be given to historical or related organiza-
tions in the area or to whatever county or local governmental unit that has
aided such affiliate financially.
